BROWN FOR ‘CONGRESS. 

OHN YOUNG BROWN, prominent young 

Lexington attorney, after twice having been 
elected to the Kentucky Legislature, the last 
session serving as Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, is now making ‘the race for the 
Democratic nomination to Congress as Repre- 
sentative from the Sixth District (old Seventh 
District). He is opposing Virgil Chapman, who 
is backed by a strong machine for re-elec- 
tion. Certain of the machine politicians have 
been saying that Brown was not friendly to the 
horsemen last winter when the matter of the 
reduction of the race track license tax for Lex- 
ington and Dade Park was up before the Legis- 
lature. That is untrue. Brown was at all 
times friendly to the horsemen, but he was un- 
willing to support the bill introduced for the 
race tracks by Representative Frank LeBus, of 


Cynthiana, until the horsemen asked him to 
do it. 
This is what happened. Mr. LeBus _intro- 


duced a bill reducing the daily license tax for 
Lexington and Dade Park from $2,500 per day 
to $500 per day. Fred A. Forsythe, secretary 
of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, had 
prepared a bill calling for a new State Racing 
Commission law, patterned after that of Mary- 
land and giving the people full knowledge of race 
track finances. He had placed this measure 
with Senator Allie W. Young. It was not pleas- 
ing to the track management—not at all 
pleasing. It was regarded as too stringent, too 
drastic. In fact, it was called revolutionary. 
There were conferences about it, and finally Mr. 
Forsythe agreed that he would accept as a sub- 
stitute for his measure a bill calling for a li- 
cense tax of 1 per cent of the gross receipts at 
each race meeting. This measure would have 
required disclosure of race track earnings. Mr.

3rown was requested to introduce it as a sub- 
stitute for the LeBus bill, and the committee 
reported it out favorably. There was amaze- 


ment and consternation among the race track 
lobbyists when it appeared. There were other 
conferences in which Mr. Forsythe appeared 

leader for the horsemen. It finally was agreed 
that if Governor Laffoon would name Messrs. 
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Polk Laffoon, of Covington; Rodman Meacham, 
of Hopkinsville; James P. Edwards, of Louis- 
ville; T. P. Hayes, of Lexington, and G. B. 
Senff, of Mt. Sterling, to be the State Racing 
Commission, the LeBus bill would be accepted 
by Mr. Forsythe and the horsemen he repre- 
sented. Mr. Brown was so much on the part of 
the horsemen in the matter that he insisted that 
they urge the appointment of the State Racing 
Commission before the completion of the other 
part of the agreement. Thereupon representa- 
tives of the race tracks spread the report about 
Lexington that the $500 per day license bill was 
about to be defeated by Mr. Brown's attitude 
and that if it was defeated there would be no 
racing at Lexington for years to come. This 
had the desired effect of scaring Lexington hotel 
men into calling a meeting of horsemen, which 
was attended by Mr. Brown, who told them that 
he was there to do their bidding in the matter. 
It was voted by the meeting that the bill re- 
ducing the tax to $500 daily should be brought 
out without delay, as a substitute for the 1 per 
cent bill which had been recommitted at Mr. 
Brown's instance pending conferences and meet- 
ings. 

Mr. Brown, warning the horsemen that they 
had better first insist on fulfilment of the agree- 
ment to appoint the Racing Commission as named 
above, had the measure reported out and it was 
passed. It could not have succeeded without the 
action taken by Mr. Brown. The result was 
that the race tracks got what they wanted and 
the horsemen got double-crossed on the agree- 
ment about the Racing Commission. Governor 
Ruby Laffoon reappointed the old members. This 
was not agreeable to Senator Allie W. Young, 
who had been present at some of the conferences 
on the subject, and he prevented their names be- 
ing reported to the Senate for confirmation. The 
result was that Governor Laffoon, after the 
Legislature’s adjournment. reappointed Messrs. 
Polk Laffoon, Sewell Combs, William E. Smith, 
Frazer LeBus and Theodore E. Mueller, and they 
continue to exercise the functions of racing com- 
missioners, but as recess appointees. 


John Young Brown was the true friend of the 
horsemen, and if the horsemen had been as true 
to themselves as Mr. Brown was to them they 
would have had a commission representative of 
all the people interested in the production of 
Thoroughbred horses, and all the people inter- 
ested in the racing of Thoroughbred horses, not 
one as now, where a majority is willing to take 
orders from the race tracks without full regard 
to the welfare of the breeders and horsemen and 
the people who patronize racing. The horsemen 
in all truth are indebted to Mr. Brown for his 
loyalty and the good that he tried to do for 
them, and there could be no better recognition 
of the fact than to support him now.

HANOVER. 


E wanted to know the date on which Han- 
over was foaled in 1884. We asked The 


Jockey Club’s American Stud Book registry of- - 


fice for it. Mr. Klees, the registrar, regretted 
that the records in the office do not contain that 
information. We asked Mrs. Amelia Woodford, 
widow of the late Catesby Woodford, master of 
Raceland Stud and partner of the late Col. E. 
F, Clay, master of Runnymede Stud. 

Those distinguished Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, gentlemen bred good Thoroughbreds and 
sold them as yearlings, operating under the firm 
name Clay and Woodford. For several years 
they held their sales at Paris, Ky., on some morn- 
ing during the May races at Lexington. 


Mrs. Woodford was unable to locate the pri- | 
vate stud books kept by Mr. Woodford and by 
Colonel Clay, but she did find among books and 
papers stored in the attic of her magnificent

residence on Raceland Farm the catalogue of 
the sale of 23 yearlings, held May 12, 1885, and 
therein the date of foaiing for the chestnut colt 
by Hindoo, dam Bourbon Belle, by *Bonnie 
Scotland, which was sold to Dwyer Brothers for 
$1,350, and afterward named Hanover, is given 
as April 3. Reference to The Turf, Field and 
Farm (New York) for May 15, 1885, confirms 
the fact that this colt, afterward named Han- 
over, was purchased by Dwyer Brothers for 
$1,350. 

THE BLoop-HORSE thanked Mrs. Woodford for 
the time expended and the trouble to which we 
put her in seeking out this information. She 
graciously said she is happy to make this as a 
small contribution to the better records of the 
Turf. We now ask The Jockey Club to make a 
matter of record of the information that Han- 
over’s foaling date was April 3, 1884. 


PROHIBITION. 

HE views of Tilt BLOOD-HORSE in opposition 

to prohibition and in favor of the repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States were given on pages 688 and 
689 in the issue of May 14. We now extend to 
the Democratic party our congratulations upon 
its adoption into its platform, built in its nation- 
al convention at Chicago last week, of a plank 
demanding repeal of the obnoxious barrier to 
the free exercise by the American people of the 
right to make a choice of beverages. 

We urge that the present Congress, in com- 
pliance with the sentiment of the American peo- 
ple, as expressed so pronouncedly in the Demo- 
cratic convention, lose no time in revoking the 
Volstead act as a first step toward fulfilment 
of a great movement, the slogan of which is 
“back to the Constitution.” 


We submit that the press comment and pub- 
lic utterances of leading Republicans after the 
convention of that party, held in Chicago two 
weeks in advance of the Democratic convention, 
justify the assertion made by Hon. Alfred E. 
Smith from the platform in the Democratic con- 
vention that had not there been among the dele- 
gates to the Republican convention 400 office- 
holders who were taking their orders from the 
White House a plank equally as wet as the Demo- 
cratic plank would have been put into the plat- 
form of that party. This being true, we con- 
ceive the sentiment of the nation to be as posi- 
tively against continuance of the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead act as shown by 
The Literary Digest poll and as confirmed by 
the national conventions of the two great parties. 

We, therefore, urge horsemen and others who 
sincerely want the relief that will come by repeal 
to vote the Democratic national ticket at the 
forthcoming election, November 8. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


QUIPOISE, admittedly the greatest racehorse 

since Man o’ War (but how many of you 
fellows would agree with the writer on that in 
1930?), holder of the world’s mile recore and 
recently graduated into the ranks of $299,000 
winners (the 26th member), should make a 
mighty fine sire when finished with his racing 
career, a bright and scintillating part. apparent- 
ly, of which awaits him. He is a fine individ- 
val; short-backed, well coupled, almost 16 hands, 
and “a yard wide.” Has magnificent rausculay 
development about the hind quarters and stifle 
and strong shoulders; girths more thin most 
horses a lot taller; and has a grand wither. 
These last three points are the most striking 
things about him physically, the characteristics 
identifying him from ordinary horses. His head 
is not handsome; he is Roman-nosed to a de- 
gree, but shows character and gameness; and 
the eyes are large, clear and expressive. By 
contrast to the size of his hind-quarters and his 
fine girth, his gaskins and forearms look light. 
His cannons also appear light, but the bone and 
joints are singularly well defined, clean and 
closely knit, and the hoofs black.

HE blood lines of Equipoise? First off, there's 
Domino above and Ben Brush below, through 
those two splendid agencies, Peter Pan and 
Broomstick. This is superimposed on a sturdy 
family, that of *Ballantrae, noted for the speed, 
bottom and general utility of its representatives. 
They race fast, far, on all kinds of tracks. Of 
the immediate family of Equipoise are King 
Nadi, Distraction, Blondin, Swingalong and Me- 
diant. Swinging herself was a classy and dur- 
able filly. In coat color and conformation, and 
in their bulldog tenacity and general adapt- 
ability to all sorts of tracks and distances, she 
and her illustrious son have much in common. 
Both were whirlwinds on the dry and three-star 
mudders, and neither ever knew the word quit. 
Swinging raced 17 times at two, won ten, was 
once unplaced, and her last race was her most 
impressive. This was in the Endurance Handi- 
cap, November 29. Setting the pace for the 
mile right down to the last stride, she was beaten 
a head by Sumpter, a colt she gave three pounds 
by the scale, after shaking off two determined 
challenges, one from so clever a colt as Single 
Foot. On another occasion ‘at two she beat Zev, 
Shuffle Along and other older sprinters at three- 
quarters. Equipoise ran 16 times at two and 
his best race was his last, that never-to-be-for- 
gotten Pimlico Futurity. in which, after being 
left, he lost a plate and came from last place 
at the top of the path to win going away from 
Twenty Grand and Mate. That after running a 
mile in 1:36 (best time on record for juveniles) 
under 122 pounds several weeks previously at 
Louisville, beaten a nose by Twenty Grand. Equi- 
poise retired sound and none the worse for his 
2-year-old campaign. 
ok 
ITH a stronger rider than little Silvio Coucci, 
90 pounds, aboard, Morton L. Schwartz's 
Gusto, best distance runner among the season’s 
3-year-olds, likely would have prevailed over 
William Woodward's Faireno in the mile and a 
half Dwyer. Gusto must have been carrying 


about 25 pounds dead weight and his diminutive 
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pilot was of little assistance in the final stages. 
Coucci appeared quite spent nearing the finish 
after having shoved Gusto from some 20 lengths 
back, to within about three lengths of Foireno 
at the sixteenth pole. Running virtually on his 
own courage, Gusto finished at Faireno’s flanks. 
The latter was a tired horse at the end, Gusto 
compératively fresh. 


REEDERS want horses that were high-class 

2-year-olds for sires animals gifted with 
the speed and class to excel at that age. Be- 
cause of the vast sums to be won by a good juve- 
nile, and the early returns they offer on the in- 
vestments they represent. What better 2-year- 
old than Equipoise has this country produced ? 
None, in the writer’s estimation. 


OP FLIGHT may contest the $70.000 added 

Classic with Faireno and Gusto. Her Arling- 
ton Oaks effort was, to all accounts, a decided 
improvement over her Coaching Club victory, in 
which she barely won. With all three at the 
height of their form, it should be a fine contest 
from a spectator’s viewpoint. Both Top Flight 
and Faireno are liberally endowed with early 
speed and Gusto, with a strong rider up, would 
be sure to come with a rush at the end. 


HE writer pictured the justifiable and par- 

donable pride with which Dr. John Baird, 
guiding spirit of C. B. Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, 
received the news of the success of Puchero in 
the Great American and of the promising races 
around Chicago of Mr. Joe, both of the 
French sire *Pot au Feu. “Pot” is a favorite 
of the Doctor’s and on one of Old Rosebud’s 
several visits to Coldstream last summer, he ad- 
vised that the outlander had been sadly neglect-

ed until the demise of My Play, which was 
thought to be the better sire. Puchero first 


came into the attention of the writer at Belmont, 
where, while he failed to earn brackets, he save 
unmistakable evidence of being about ready to do 
so. However, Trainer Phillips slipped a fast one 
over when he moved Puchero up in class so 
speedily, the colt parading for the Great Ameri- 
can a maiden. Puchero comes of a good female 
family, that of Altitude, Dare Say and Liberty 
Limited. He is a rangy fellow with the ear- 
marks of a horse that will improve and show to 
better advantage as the distances are increased. 


ELL, if Heno in any manner resembled Fair- 

eno, he certainly, as has the latter. belied 
his appearances. The Belair colt is quite the 
most unpreposessing good colt now active. He 
can not be “the son of his sire,”” as Chatterton 
was quite a stylish Fair Play; said to bear close 
resemblance to that defunct and celebrated pro- 
genitor. Chatterton, after a season in Illinois, 
is returning for 1933 to Claiborne Farm, A. B. 
Hancock's Paris, Ky., place. Prior to the coming 
of Faireno, his sons and daughters, barring Cur- 
rent, Chatover and one or two others, were no 
bargains. 


LENHEIM, English-bred son of the Irish sire, 

Blandford, now has won four handicaps in 
the metropolitan area, the Brooklyn, Broomstick, 
Brookdale and Empire City. All with little 
Hank Mills aboard, and none against a first-rate 
handicap performer, barring Mate, which isn’t 
racing to his notch these days, but working like 
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a four-alarm fire. He is a high-class plater beat- 
ing cheaper ones. Yet, we have seen his kind, 
with a weight concession, dust off real handicap 
performers at times. They said that old St. 
Amant mare, *Chacolet, dam of Dynastic, was 
only a high-class plater, but she won a Dixie 
and other good races from the best of em. You 
can make horses do funny things by simply jug- 
gling the weights around a bit. 


OL. E. R. Bradley certainly smote the nail on 

its head in his remarks on the adamant con- 
dition of most our big-time racetracks and the 
pernicious effect this works on the underpin- 
ning of the horses. What American racing 
needs, among other things, is tracks with pro- 
tective cushions, not hard, cuppy nor treacherous; 
fewer, later and far less remunerative 2-year-old 
stakes, with the first 2-year-old race run not 
earlier than May 1; and more and richer handi- 
cap races, or events at weight-for-age over re- 
spectable distances for older horses. 


HOSE Western horsemen will persist in tak- 

ing risks with their horses, many of them, 
by setting impossible tasks for them. Running 
for second and third money and chasing a handy 
horse afier a great one are two different things, 
entirely. Witness the ailments to The Nut and 
Spanish Play in a futile attempt to follow Equi- 
poise. Seem to recall that Gallant Fox broke 
down about four horses as a 3-year-old in 1930. 
Crack Brigade chased him in the Wood and 
Derby and wound up with a whole assortment 
of splints. Whichone was patched up for one 


gigantic attempt at dethroning the Fox and 
almost did in that Travers of Jim Dandy’s at 


the Spa, going wrong at the head of the stretch 
after keeping pace with the Belair crack to that 
point. Gallant Knight was next, going to the 
showers shortly after a gruelling stretch drive 
with the son of *Sir Gallahad IIT in the Classic, 
in which he, too, came out second best. And 
lastly, Questionnaire was hardly within pounds 
of himself during the remainder of the year after 
running the Belair crack to a neck in the Law- 
rence Realization. But then, “Hope springs 
eternal,” etc. 


THE RANCOCAS DISPERSAL 


HEN the auctioneer’s hammer falls, on the 
night of Tuesday, August 23, for the last 
of the horses to be offered for sale in Harry F. 
Sinclair’s Rancocas Stud dispersal, a remarkable 
stable will have passed from the American Turf. 
The green and white silks of Rancocas were seen 
first in 1921, and that year the stable led all 
others in America, a feat never before accom- 
plished in a single season. Its winnings totaled 
$263.500, earned in 77 wins, 63 seconds and 20 
thirds. 
With the master trainer, the late Samuel C. 
Hildreth, at the helm, Rancocas again led in 
1922. And yet again in 1923. In the latter 
year the stable established the still unequaled 
record of $438,849 in winings. In three years 
the Sinclair racers had gathered the world’s 
record total of $941,852. 
The Rancocas colors were seen 
racing for 10 years, 1921 through 1930. 
time they were 
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sarried to victory in 662 races, 
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were 482 times second and 385 times third; the 
winnings were $2,028,195. 

Four Rancocas horses, Zev, Mad Hatter, Grey 
Lag and Mad Play, won more than $100,000 each, 
and Zev established a new world’s record for 
earnings, $313,639, by American Racing Manual’s 
figures. 

The pressure of business having caused Mr. 
Sinclair to decide upon retirement from breed- 
ing and from racing, he has commissioned the 
Fasig-Tipton Company to sell for him, on the 
nights of Monday, August 22, and Tuesday, Au- 
gust 23, the two stallions, Bud Lerner and Lu- 
cullite; 46 broodmares, with foals of 1932; and 
34 yearlings, of which half are colts and half 
fillies. Only one Thoroughbred will be kept, the 
stallion Zev. Because of their fondness for the 
good son of The Finn—-Miss Kearney, Mr. and 
Mrs. Sinclair will keep him a pensioner. 

Bud Lerner, a bay horse foaled in 1920, by 
The Finn out of the Superman mare Dream- 
some, traces through *Ogden to the immortal 
West Australian, first winner of the “Triple 
Crown.” Winner of the Youthful and Whirl 
Stakes at two and the Bayside Handicap, his only 
start, at three. Bud Lerner’s first issue were of 
racing age in 1928 and he is responsible for 
the high class racehorse Mokatam, the stakes 
winners Chantry, Capture, Schooner, Trilogy, as 
well as the winners Hyman, Gambol, Spectre, 
Limbus. Shawnee, Demoiselle, etc. 

Lucullite, a brown horse, foaled in 1915, is a 
son of Trap Rock and a grandson of the “Triple 
Crown" winner and superior sire, *Rock Sand, out 
of the Ormondale mare Lucky Lass. A stakes 
winner at two, three and four, Lucullite has 
proved to be a successful stock horse, responsible 
for the stakes winners Mowlee, Nichavo, Roy- 
alite, as well as Lachen, Crystallite, Beowulf, 
Sublevado, Leucite, Hesper, etc. 

All the mares at Rancocas were carefully se- 
lected as to their blood lines and individuality. 

Five sires are represented among the 34 year- 
lings. Bud Lerner is credited with seven colts 
and five fillies; Lucullite with three colts and 
five fillies; Zev with three colts and three fillies; 
Kai-Sang with three colts and three fillies, and 
Purchase, one colt and one filly. 

Among Bud Lerner’s colts is a half-brother to 
the stakes winner Zida; a fine colt out of Man 
o’ War’s daughter, Siren; and a colt out of the 
stakes winner Nida. Two of his fillies that 
should prove popular are a sister to the Sub- 
urban Handicap winner, Mokatam, and a sister 
to the stakes winner Capture. 

Among the colts by Lucullite is one out of 
*Basquaise and therefore a half-brother to this 
year’s juvenile winner, Warren Jr.; and one out 
of the high class race mare, Orissa. Among Lu- 
cullite’s fillies is one out of the stakes winning 
half-sister to Mad Hatter and Mad Play, Sabine, 
and another out of the high class race mare, Su- 
perlette. 

Kai-Sang contributes a half-brother to the 
stakes winner Trilogy and a sister to the stakes 
winner Khara. 


THE PRICE OF NEGLECT. 

Because contract papers had not been filed 
with the Canadian Racing Associations for A. 
Hickling. the latter’s mount, Candy Pot, owned 
by the Seagram Stable, in a race at Hamilton 
June 28, had to carry five pounds more than 
would have been necessary if the papers had 
been on file.

CLASSIC WEEK. 


HE Classic Stakes, richest of all Arlington 
Park’s rich stakes, is down for decision on 
Saturday of this week, July 16. The race will 
bring together the leading contenders left in the 
decimated ranks of the 3-year-olds. Faireno, 
already winner of the Belmont and Dwyer, ar- 
rived at the course Monday of this week. Gusto, 
winner of the American Derby, is there. Top 
Flight, which has not yet won a race outside 
the filly division this season, will be a starter. 
If the filly should win, her earnings would 
reach the neighborhood of $330,000 and put her 
in a position to take from Sun Beau the leader- 
ship among the money-winners of the world. 
Her last race, the Arlington Oaks, showed her in 
better form than her previous races this season, 
and she is now considered to have good chance 
to beat the colts which will oppose her. 

Leading development of the Arlington meeting 
is the sensational racing of Equipoise Top 
Flight’s stablemate. He scored in two major 
stakes last week and his trainer, young Fred 
Hopkins, now avows that it is his intention to 
send the son of Pennant after the world’s record 
of money winnings, according to published 
stories. Equipoise now appears the greatest 
drawing card of the season, and his presence 
will be a great advantage to the management. 
His next start will be in the Arlington Handicap 
July 23. 


TWO BIG WINS FOR EQUIPOISE. 

Equipoise wen two of Arlington Park’s big 
stakes last week, both of which were virtually 
conceded to him in advance, and ran his string 
of successive victories to seven and his money- 
winning total to $228,660, placing himself twelfth 
on the list of leading American money-winners. 
The races won «were the Stars and Stripes Han- 
dicap ($20.000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 
miles). run Monday, July 4. and the Arlington 
Gold Cup ($20,000 added, 3-year-olds and up. 
weight for age, 1 1-4 miles), run Saturday, July 
9. Before and after these events, Trainer Fred 
Hopkins and newspaper men were freely predict- 
ing that the Whitney colt would go through the 
season undefeated. Whether he accomplishes 
that feat or not, he is the horse which now bears 
that familiar cecoration, “the best horse since 
Man o’ War.” Of the present army of writers 
who describe him in that manner, our Old Rose- 
bud. we believe. was by long odds the first in the 
field. It has been his contention since Equi- 
poise was a 2-year-old. 

For the Stars and Stripes Handicap on Inde- 
pedence Day. the track was heavy. Equinoise 
carried 129 pounds and was ridden bv R. Work- 
man. The five which braved the Whitney con- 
queror were S. W. Labrot’s good filly Tred Avon 
(1071, Bennet Creech’s Dr. Freeland (110), 
Warm Stable’s The Nut (110), L. M. Severson’s 
Paul Bunyan (107), A. C. Bostwick’s Mate (120). 
They finished behind Equipoise in the order 
named. Equipoise himself kept the field at the 
post about three minutes by his bad behavior. 
In the run to the first turn he suffered a slight 
amount of crowding as The Nut took the lead. 
Workman eased him back, took him forward 
through an opening on the first turn, and let 
him go at the lead when the backstretch was 
reached. The rider then took a good hold on

the leader’s head, without drawing clear of 
opposition. Tred Avon, a sturdy daughter of 
*Sir Greysteel, was racing outside Equipoise and 
only a head behind him. Between Equipoise and 
the rail was The Nut, in third place, and only a 
neck behind the pacemaker. The others were 
close up. On the stretch turn Equipoise and the 
filly drew away from the others, and when they 
straightened out for the run home the Whitney 
colt took a lead of three lengths over Tred 
Avon. Workman took a stout hold on his mount 
about 50 yards from the finish, and the result 
nearly brought heart failure to the crowd. 
Jockey H. Schutte took Tred Avon to the inside 
and before Workman knew it. she was making 
a strong bid for the lead. She gained steadily 
and at the finish was only a little more than 
half a length behind the winner, which was still 
running easily. Dr. Freeland was five lengths 
farther back. The winner’s odds were 34 cents 
on the dollar. Time, :24 3-5, :49 2-5, 1:15, 
1:41 2-5, 1:54 4-5, track heavy.

The Arlington Gold Cup had seven overnight 
entries, and it was generally expected that if 
Equipoise found anything to extend him he 
would break the track record for 1 1-4 miles. 

2:01 4-5, set by Sun Beau last year in winning 
the Arlington Cup. Four of the seven entries 
were withdrawn, and neither of the two which 
opposed Equipoise was able to make him do his 
best. These were Morton L. Schwartz's 3-year- 
old Gusto (114) and A. C. Bostwick’s much-de- 
feated Mate, which, with Equipoise, carried 126 
pounds, scale weight for 4-year-olds. The start 


came quickly and Equipoise broke slightly in 
front. Mate, ridden by E. Steffen, went to the 
lead in the run to the first turn and remained 
there for seven furlongs, with Equipoise second 
and Gusto third. Going down the backstretch 
all three were under restraint, and racing a 
length or so apart. Workman let Equipoise go 
to the front on the far turn and in the stretch 
he opened up a lead of five or six lengths; he 
then took the colt in hand and coasted home, 
winning by four lengths from Gusto, which had 
little trouble passing Mate in the stretch and 
beating him over the line by three and a half 
lengths.

NEW YORK 


AT EMPIRE CITY. 

EW YORK'’S racing scene shifted last Wed- 

nesday, July 6, from Aqueduct, on Long 
Island, to Empire City, in Westchester County. 
Annually the Yonkers track takes first the 
hottest and next the coldest months of the racing 
calendar and conducts its meetings right cheer- 
fully. 

The larger stables usually leave the metro- 
politan area for Saratoga Springs, up-state, after 
the Aqueduct meeting, skipping Empire City. The 
J. E. Widener, W. S. Kilmer, W. R. Coe, R. L. 
Gerry, Marshall Field and other prominent 
stables have already gone up. These will be 
joined later by the host of good horses now per- 
forming at Arlington Park. 

The Queens County Jockey Club, during its 
22 days of racing at Aqueduct, distributed, in 
stakes and purses, $240,885, a daily average of 
$10,949. 


HAPPY SCOT’S CARTER HANDICAP. 

After running second in four successive races, 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson’s Happy Scot (117) 
triumphed over five other sprinters in the thirty- 
fourth running of the Carter Handicap ($4,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs) at 
Aqueduct July 4. Jockey A. Robertson held him 
in restraint in third place while W. R. Coe’s 
Pompeius (3-y-o, 111) led the Sage Stable’s 
Microphone (3-y-0, 107) in a pacemaking duel 
well out in front of the others. At the furlong 
pole Happy Scot went to the front with little 
trouble. Robertson, however, had to keep him 
going, for J. E. Widener’s Mr. Sponge (128), 


hard ridden by Mack Garner, came from behind 
and made a bold challenge in the stretch.

JOHN J. McCAFFERTY SUICIDES. 

With a bullet hole in his right temple and a 
pistol beside him, John J. McCafferty was found 
dead in bed in the Colonial Hotel, Havre de 
Grace, Md., July 5. Coroner Joseph Hamburger 
announced a verdict of suicide. Mr. McCafferty, 
74, had been a noted jockey in his earlier days 
and for the remainder of his life was a trainer 
and owner, for the last several years spending 
the greater portion of his activities in Cuba and 
on the Maryland tracks. For several weeks he 
had been ill. He was a brother of Charles and 
Tony McCafferty, both well-known horsemen of 
the earlier days.

ITIZENS of Arcadia, Cal., will declare on

the zoning ordinance to permit a track on the 
old Santa Anita Rancho. Rev. John Glass, Pres- 
byterian minister, who organized opposition to 
the track, proposed that the council let the people 
vote on the question. Fred Welke, representing 
the Los Angeles Jockey Club, acquiesced in the 
proposal and the council ordered the balloting. 
All parties have agreed to abide by the result. 


RACING IN MISSOU RL. 


William P. Kyne, whose long efforts to estab- 
lish racing in the vicinity of Kansas City, Mo., 
have borne fruit, was at Chicago last week, and 
related stories which seemed remarkable to 
horsemen and Turf writers there. The little five- 
furlong course at Riverside Park closed its meet- 
ing recently, and Mr. Kyne, the promoter, re- 
ported that the average attendance was 5,000 
persons and that the meeting made money. 
During 38 days the distribution was $144,900, 
daily average $3,810. Now the management is 
planning a fall meeting of about three weeks, 
with purses the same and with a minimum claim- 
ing price of $800. Mr. Kyne is also planning im- 
provements, notably the lengthening of the 
course from five to eight furlongs, the enlarge- 
ment of the hastily rebuilt grandstand, and the 
increasing of transportation facilities. 

Riverside Park’s success has encouraged the 


announcement by the Higginsville Business Men's - 


Fair and Racing Association that an eight-day 
meeting will be held at the Fair Grounds at 
Higginsville, Mo., beginning about July 23. 


TAKES PARTNER IN BEESON. 

Mrs. L. P. McGinn now has a partner in Bee- 
son, the 2-year-old bay or brown colt, by *Hour- 
less—Ernestina, by *Star Shoot, having sold a 
half-interest to a Mr. Powers, of New York, who 
presented the interest to his wife. Beeson has 
not started, but he is said to be one of the most 
promising youngsters in California. He is now 
in the McGinn string, which is lying up at Im- 
perial City until November. In the course of a 
letter to THE BLOOD-HoRSE, J. B. McGinn says of 
this colt: “He has grown from 15.1 to 15.3 since 
March 20 and will reach 16 hands before I run 
him in November. He has also taken on over 
200 pounds, which proves the theory of your 
recent editorial on 2-year-olds.””

Ontario. 
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LORD GLANELY BUYS SOLARIO. 
HE cable brings information that Lord 
Glanely, noted English sportsman, owner of 
one of the country’s largest breeding and racing 
establishments, purchased Solario at the Second 
July Sales at Newmarket on Monday of this 
week, July 11, and that he paid 47,000 guineas 
(approximately $178,600). This constitutes a 
record price for a Thoroughbred at auction, 
figured in guineas. The previous record high price 
was 37,500 guineas for Flying Fox in 1910. At 
that time a guinea was figured as the equivalent 
of $5, so, figured in dollars, Flying Fox brought 
$187,500. 

Solario is a bay horse, foaled in 1922, by 
Gainsborough—Sun Worship, by Sundridge— 
Doctrine, by Ayrshire. Solario won the St. Leger, 
Ascot Gold Cup, Princess of Wales Stakes, Ascot 
Derby, Coronation Cup and Exeter Stakes (New- 
market). His winnings totaled 20,935 sovereigns. 
He is the sire of winners of 38,245 sovereigns to 
July 1 this year and they include Orpen, Dastur, 
Orta, Sunny Devon, Rose en Soleil, Andrea and 
Solar Boy. Solario was sold by the executors of 
the estate of the late Sir John Rutherford, and 
the sale carried the special condition that the 
purchaser accept 37 service contracts already 
arranged for the season of 1933. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

The Aga Khan has instructed Michael Beary, 
his first jockey, not to waste in order to ride 
the light-weights of his stable. Accordingly 
Beary’s weight is to be not less than 111 pounds. 

Banned is the name of a 4-year-old by Ob- 
literate—On With the Dance in England. At 
Ascot he threw Steve Donohue before the start 
for the Queen Mary Stakes and C. Ray before 
the start for the Churchill Stakes. Then the 
stewards banned him. 

Sir Victor Sassoon, noted English millionaire, 
who lately has transferred his horses from 
Charles Waugh to Basil Jarvis at Newmarket, 
is withdrawing his investments and businesses 
from India and transferring them to China. This 
means that he will be lost to the Indian Turf, 
where he has owned some of the best horses 
seen in that country, including the unbeaten 
Star of Eve. 


TEMPO WINS HUNGARIAN DERBY. 

Winner of the Hungarian Derby, 112 miles, 
worth about $12,000 to the winner, run at Buda- 
pest June 19, was Tempo, a chestnut son of 
Tamar—Remeny, by Kokoro (by Raeburn, by 
St. Simon)—-Queen of Peace, by General Peace 
(by Gallinule)—Sabine Queen, by Hackler. 
Tamar, the English-bred sire of the winner, has 
a pedigree which will be very familiar to Ameri- 
can readers. He is by Tracery, which the late 
Major August Belmont bred at the Nursery Stud, 
Lexington, out of Hamoaze, by Torpoint—-Maid 
of the Mist. Hamoaze is of course the dam of 
the noted stallions *St. Germans (sire of Twenty 
Grand), Buchan (in England) and Saltash (in 
Australia).

ARREN WRIGHT, master of Calumet Farm, 

Lexington, is to race a string of runners and 
Dan E. Stewart is to train them. This informa- 
tion was imparted to THE BLOOD-HORSE Monday 
morning of this week by Dick McMahon, man- 
ager of Calumet Farm. Trainer Stewart was in 
Lexington on Sunday and met Manager McMa- 
hon for completion of arrangements. THE 
BLOOD-HORSE congratulates Mr. Wright on hav- 
ing secured the services of so capable and so 
well liked a man for his trainer. Likewise we 
congratulate Mr. McMahon on his choice of Mr. 
Stewart and we congratulate Mr. Stewart on 
his having been the choice for a post which 
promises to figure so prominently in Turf af- 
fairs. Mr. Wright’s string is being assembled, 
and the horses are to race in the name of Calu- 
met Farm. Mr. McMahon, who has the final 
word on the horses for the string, is a keen 
judge of individuality, and when it comes to 
pedigrees, is better than many who have been 
associated with runners all their lives. Mr. Mc- 
Mahon was for years a successful trainer and 
driver of trotters and pacers before he became 
manager of Calumet Farm and turned out for 
the late William Wright the greatest light har- 
ness racing stable of recent years. Danny Stew- 
art has made his mark as a trainer. He was a 
good man before his engagement with Senator 
Johnson N. Camden, for whom he developed Rose 
of Sharon and numerous other good horses and 
for whom he won many races. Had it not been 
for Senator Camden’s decision to disperse the 
Hartland Stud and to sell off his racing stable, 
due to the sudden and unexpected changes in his 
fortune, Mr. Wright would not have been thus 
fortunate in having Danny Stewart’s services, 
which are to begin August 1. Mr. Wright will 
be in the market for yearlings at Saratoga. He 
has purchased from Harry Sinclair the Ranco- 
cas Stud’s training stable at Belmont Park, and 
that will be headquarters for the string when in 
the East. 


DEATH OF PRINCESS IVRE. 


Mrs. John Marsch’s Princess Ivre, 3-year-old 
grey filly by *Royal Canopy—Exalted Ruler, by 
Superman, ruptured an artery in her right hind 
leg during the second race at Arlington Park 
July 7, or immediately afterward, and died after 
she had been led back to the barn. She was sis- 
ter to the stakes winner Prince d’Amour, and 
herself won the Hinata Stakes at Lexington last 
year. 


PONS RACING MEREWORTH HORSES. 


Adolphe Pons, fiscal agent for Walter J. Sal- 
mon, has taken a lease on the horses which have 
been racing as the property of Mr. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Stud. Beginning July 6, they raced 
under Mr. Pons’ colors, and will continue to do 
so the remainder of the season.

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SHOSHONE STUD YEARLINGS 


By THOS. B. CROMWELL 


T William R. Coe’s Shoshone Farm, one of 

the prettiest and best appointed Thorough- 
bred horse breeding establishments in the Blue 
Grass Section of Kentucky, the 1932 yearling 
crop numbers 11 colts and 20 fillies, a total of 31. 
Of these Mr. Coe has decided to keep for train- 
ing four colts and four fillies by Hustle On, three 
fillies by Pompey, one colt and two fillies by 
*Polymelian and a filly by Black Toney. He has 
decided to sell six colts and six fillies by Pompey 
and five fillies by *Polymelian. 

He is reserving all of the get of Hustle On for 
the reason that this bay son of Hurry On, which 
cost him $70,000 as a yearling and which went 
wrong in training, would not be sufficiently ap- 
preciated at Saratoga, where buyers are par- 
ticular about having the get of winning sires 
and producing dams, to justify his sending them 
to that market. By the same token the get of 
an untried sire would be equally as undesirable 
in a Kentucky market. He is reserving them for 
the further reason that he continues to have faith 
in the blood and individuality of Hustle On, and 
he feels that he should have the larger benefit— 
if there is to be any benefit—-from these year- 
lings, which will come through their racing. He 
feels that he has better than an outside chance 
to profit more by expenditure for training these 
sons and daughters of Hustle On than he would 
be selling them in a doubtful market. He is re- 
taining the daughter of Black Toney because she 
is out of his favorite mare, *Herodias, and he 
wishes to have her as a member of his harem 
and for the additional reason that she is small, 


.though she is a very neat individual and looks 


as if she may run well. Those by Pompey and 
*Polymelian which he is retaining are not of 
sufficient quality and appearance at this time 
to go to the sales. 

In other words Mr. Coe has selected the best 
looking individuals and we might say also the 
best bred members of his band to be offered to 
the public under the auspices of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company in its paddock at Saratoga the evening 
of Thursday, August 11.

It was the writer’s privilege, in company with 
Hugh Fontaine, manager of Shoshone Stud, his 
able assistant, Charles Gentry, and with our 
versatile associate editor, J. A. Estes, to see 
these yearlings on a lovely morning recently. 
Mr. Fontaine requested that THE BLOOD-HORSE 
Select the most likely half dozen to be photo- 
graphed by Mr. Estes and their pictures pre- 
Sented in THE BLOOD-HORSE together with the 
writer’s opinion of the yearlings. The pictures, 
which appear on the opposite page, are faithful 


likenesses of the six which the writer believes 
will probably bring the highest prices. They are 
the bay colts by Pompey out of Cowslip, Bourbon 
Girl and Oonagh, respectively, the chestnut filly 
by *Polymelian-—Egret; the bay filly by Pom- 
pey—Some More, and the bay filly by Pompey 
out of Masked Dancer. The order in which the 
names are given here is the order in which the 
writer fancies them. 

The Cowslip colt has exceptionally good head 
and neck, high withers, good feet and legs, ex- 
cellent bone and no blemishes. He is a smart 
appearing horse and o. k. in all respects in so 
far as the writer was able to discern. His dam, 
Cowslip, is half-sister to Polydorus, a_ stakes 
winner this year of eight races including the 
Oakland, James Rolph Jr. and Au Revoir Han- 
dicaps. The impression given by this colt is that 
he has much more substance and quality than 
Polydorus and, this being true, he should be an 
exceptionally desirable offering at sale time. 

The Bourbon Girl colt was bred on the shares 
by Mr. Coe and R. H. Anderson, of Georgetown, 
Ky., owner of the dam. Mr. Coe bought Mr. 
Anderson’s interest in the colt some time ago. 
He is half-brother to the stakes winner Clare- 
mont and an own brother to the 2-year-old 
Caesar’s Ghost, which last year was purchased 
by the Brookmeade Stable from P. T. Chinn’s 
consignment at Saratoga for $6,500. This colt is 
a nicely made individual, stands with all feet 
well under him, has good feet and legs, and is 
without a blemish. He has a rather sleepy ap- 
pearance in the picture, but the men at the farm 
say that in the pasture he is a live individual, 
and as one of them expressed it “can turn on 
quickly.” He will make a very strong horse. 

The Oonagh colt is the first foal of his dam. 
He .hasn’t the size of the other two, but he has 
an abundance of class. In color and in conforma- 
tion he reminds one much of the *Rock Sand 
family. He gets this through his dam, which is 
a daughter of Friar Rock, and Friar Rock, of 
course, was one of the great sons of *Rock Sand. 
Mr. Coe bought Friar Rock from the late John 
E. Madden for $105,000, and after Friar Rock’s 
death Mr. Coe gave Mr. Madden $110,000 for 
The Finn. Thus it happens that he has in his 
harem several daughters of those two excellent 
horses. Oonagh’s colt has a cut on his off hind 
ankle just above the fetlock, but the opinion 
of expert horsemen is that this will in no wise 
injure him for racing. 

The Egret filly is a half-sister to the winner, 
Soarer, and she is also half-sister to Pompet, a 
2-year-old colt which is accredited with extreme 
speed; in matter of fact, the fastest colt in the 
Shoshone string this season and is being saved 
for racing later. This is a lovely filly, clean and 
extra good all around. Being by *Polymelian 
and out of a daughter of Friar Rock, with extra 
good credentials, she should be very much sought 
after. 

The Some More filly is an own sister to Oscu- 
lator and though displaying unusual size for this 
season of the year, she is a grand type, with 
good head, eye, neck, withers, back, barrel, 
rump, muscles, legs and feet. In a word, she is 
extra good as to conformation and should be 
wanted by any number of persons in the East. 

The Masked Dancer filly is an own sister to 
Masked Knight and a half-sister to the stakes 
winner Masked Ball, the winners Enticing and 
Tripping Toe. Tripping, the dam of Masked 
Dancer, also was a winner, as was Masked Dan- 
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cer, and produced the Futurity winner Step 
Lightly, and Dinner Dance was among her other 
winners. This is an extra good filly. She is well 
made and quite solid, very smooth and extremely 
sensible in appearance. Her groom and others 
on the farm say that she is very smart. 


The writer was particularly impressed with 
the fact that Pompey turns out his get to pat- 
tern, with one exception they are all bays and 
carry the likeness of their sire. The exception 
is the chestnut colt out of Maibird, by *Poly- 
melian. This colt has four white stockings and 
a white face, which could well have come from 
his dam's sire. The Maibird colt is a brother to 
Printemps. He is lighter in the barrel than the 
others by Pompey, very racy looking, and should 
run well. 

The Estes remarked that he thought the Poly- 
glot colt better than the Bourbon Girl colt. Per- 
haps he is better, though he didn’t strike the 
writer in that way. This colt is brother to In- 
terpreter, which is racing now as a 2-year-old, 
and also to Linguist, a winner, which was killed 
accidentally at the farm last winter. Polyglot 
is also dam of the winner Jargon. This is a 
good, strong colt, with good feet and legs, no 
blemishes, but a bit rough about the hocks. 
There isn’t any doubt about the likelihood of his 
making a good race horse. 


The bay colt out of Lunar Bow is smoothly 
made, has good feet and legs, short coupled, a 
little bit crooked behind, but a strong, good in- 
dividual and will race. 


Let us tell about the unpictured daughters of 
Pompey, in alphabetical order. Elvina’s filly 
is an own sister to Pompeius, a stakes winner of 
four races. She got her near hind leg under 
the fence and cut it a little bit, but otherwise 
she is clean as a hound’s tooth. She is very 
quick in her movements. 

The Giggles filly is a half-sister to Giggleorum 
and Cheers. Giggles is out of *Laughaway, the 
dam of the stakes winner Many Smiles, also dam 
of the stakes winner Ha Ha and the winner Hi- 
laria. This is the first issue of the mating of 
Pompey with Giggles, and she is an attractive 
individual with good head and neck and an ex- 
cellent barrel, straight and good feet. 

Lady Belle’s filly is very robust, smooth, has 
good head, neck, barrel, legs and feet and looks 
as if she will do in any company. She is half- 
sister to Friarbell and Rockbelle and her dam is 
a half-sister to Pinkie, the dam of Karl Bitel. 

Ohone’s filly is smallish, but rotund and 
smooth. She impresses one with the fact that 
she is of the type to make a good brood mare. 
The Many Smiles filly is a good, quick individ- 
ual. This leaves three daughters of *Polymelian 
which we did not see, but Mr. Fontaine told us 
that they were better than the average, they 
being daughters of the Fair Play mare Fiancee, 
the The Finn mare Tullia, and Eseret, a daugh- 
ter of Midway. Eseret’s filly is owned in part- 
nership by Mr. Coe and Owen Rouse. Eseret 
is the dam of the winner Busby C. and is half- 
sister to the stakes winner John B. Financee is 
half-sister to Some More, the dam of Osculator. 

Mr. Fontaine and his organization are to be 
congratulated on the splendid condition in which 
they have these yearlings. They have been 
grown with the intention that they are to with- 
stand the rigors of training and racing without 
first undergoing a process of wastage for the 
removal of excessive fat. There is nothing 


beefy about these yearlings. They are permitted 
to run out through the night and the cool of 
the morning and afternoon. They-are only in 
their stalls during the burning hours of the day. 
Thus their muscles are strong and sinewy and 
their flesh is hard, while their coats are sleek, 
indicating good health and hardihood. 

The yearlings for Saratoga will be shipped 
from Lexington on July 28. They will be kept 
for several days in Mr. Coe’s private stable at 
the Spa and will later be moved into stalls at 
the Fasig-Tipton Company’s plant. 

The yearlings to remain on the farm will be 
broken when the men return from the sales, 
Whether or not they will be tried out this au- 
turn is a matter for future determination.

W. CLEVERLEY DIES OF INJURIES. 
Airdrome, ridden by Jockey W. Cleverley, was 
out in front setting the pace in the third race 
at Kings Park, near Montreal, July 6. A weak 
ankle yielded and Airdrome stopped so suddenly 
he threw his rider to the track. Other horses in 
the race swept over the boy, left him with four 
broken ribs. The splinterd bones perforated the 
intestines and cut a large artery. At the Western 
Hospital the torn intestines were stitched up, but 
the blood from the artery could not be staunched. 
The 20-year-old rider died on the afternoon of 
July 7. He was the sole support of his mother 
and some younger brothers. his father having 
died recently. The family lives in Toronto. 


DEATH OF VERMAJO. 

Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Vermajo came out of 
his last race, at Arlington Park, in so bad a 
condition that he was destroyed. The 6-year- 
old son of Peter Pan and *Royale Amante, by 
St. Amant, was purchased for $30,000 by the 
Three D’s Stock Farm Stable as a yearling at 
Saratoga in 1927. The moon-eyed colt was bred 
by the Himyar Stud. He more than paid for 
himself, his most important victory being the 
New Orleans Handicap of 1929. 


EAGER HALTERS. 

G. H. Bostwick entered Don Tasker for the 
sixth race at Arlington Park July 4, to be claimed 
for $2,000. The price appeared so reasonable 
that 11 claims were filed for the racer. He was 
made favorite and finished last. G. W. Ogle won 
the draw and got the horse. 

Next day Stone Martin was entered to be 
claimed for $2,500. Five owners filed claims. 
O. E. Blank, a former owner of the horse, won 
the draw.

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LATONIA. 


T has come to the ears of THE BLOOD-HORSE 

that after the cut in the purses at Latonia 
had been permitted by the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission, certain of the American Turf 
Association’s ‘“‘minds’’ sent for James C. Ellis, 
president of the Dade Park Jockey Club, and 
urged him to reduce the purses for the forth- 
coming meeting at Dade Park to the Latonia 
level. It is related that Mr. Ellis was reluctant 
to follow the request, feeling that, with the 
daily license tax for his track lowered from $2,- 
500 to $500 per day and with the new bridge 
over the Ohio river open for traffic from Hen- 
derson and vicinity to Evansville and vicinity, 
practically doubling the territory from which 
Dade Park may draw, the revenues would justi- 
fy his holding the purses to the scale of last 
year for his first book, at least. THE BLOOD- 
Horse hears that it was urged upon Mr. Ellis 
that, aside from making Latonia look cheap in 
the eyes of the racing world, if he should give 
$800 purses, he might be laying up trouble for 
himself in the matter of taxes in the future. In 
short. the American Turf Association pressure 
was powerful enough, not only to cut the purses 
at Latonia, but to keep them down at Dade 
Park. That is in the nature of what in the 
Blue Grass is known as “shotgun politics,” and 
it is the sort of practice that has put Latonia 
down to the level of the “Leaky Roof Circuit.” 
It is unworthy of Kentucky and her traditions, 
and THE BLOOD-HORSE wonders how long the red- 
blooded ones among the horse breeders, owners 
and trainers are going to stand for it. Last 
week there was a disqualification at Latonia and 
the beneficiary was Sewell Combs, president of 
the Kentucky Association and member of the 
State Racing Commission. That was unfortun- 
ate. It created much suspicion (not justified, 
we believe) and a great deal of talk that is not 
helpful to racing. Then the jockeys are this 
week making an effort to readjust the cut in 
their *fees that came with the cut in purses. 
Altogether it is not so good. More’s the pity. 


PARADISE STOCK FARM JIS SOLD. 

Under a judgment of the Fayette Circuit Court 
in an action styled Southern Discount Corpora- 
tion vs. J. P. Headley, et al., Richard J. Colbert, 
Master Commissioner of the Fayette Circuit 
Court, at noon Monday, July 11, at the Court 
House in Lexington, sold to Judge Samuel M. 
Wilson, attorney representing Dr. Scott D. 
Breckinridge, the property on the Russell Cave 
Pike, near Lexington, known as Paradise Stock 
Farm. The two tracts. embraced approximately 
60 acres and brought $9,100. This was approxi- 
mately $10,000 less than the liens represented in 
the action under which the property was sold. 
Dr. Breckinridge was a holder of liens, having 
formerly owned a portion of the property. 
PLAYTIME’S INDEPENDENCE HANDICAP. 

Of four horses which went to the post at 
Latonia July 4 for the twenty-second running of 
the Independence Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-8 miles), the extreme out- 
sider in the betting was the Southland Stable‘s 
(Charles Bacharach’s) Playtime (108). With R. 
Finnerty in the saddle, he went to the front 
Shortly after the start and remained there to 


the end, winning, untroubled by any opposition, 
five lengths ahead of Brownell Combs’ good mare, 
Manta (110), the second choice. The odds-on 
favorite, the Shady Brook Farm Stable’s Pitts- 
burgher (111), appeared to be laboring badly in 
the sloppy going, and never threatened. He 
finished four lengths behind Manta and five 
lengths ahead of Charles Nuckols’ filly, Cousin 
Jo (105), which trailed the field throughout.

CHURCHILL DOWNS PAYS TAX. 


The Kentucky law requires that racing license 
tax be paid on or before December 1 each year. 
The Commonwealth of Kentucky just now is in 
straitened circumstances due to failure of the 
General Assembly and Governor Ruby Laffoon to 
agree upon a revenue measure at the last session. 
Churchill Downs, Inc., elected to help out a bit 
by paying on July 8 the tax on its spring meet- 
ing, amounting to $47,500 for the 19 days. 


SUPREME SWEET’S QUICKSTEP HANDICAP. 


Three horses which had been shipped down 
from Chicago for the race were one-two-three 
in the nineteenth running of the Quickstep Han- 
dicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs) at Latonia Saturday, July 9. The win- 
ner was the Superior Stable’s (W. E. Schmidt’s) 
good selling plater. Supreme Sweet (103), a High 
Time mare which has the almost _ invariable 
habit of losing the lead in the last furlong of her 
races. In this case, ridden by Melvin Lewis, she 
went to the lead immediately after the break 
and stayed in front all the way, winning by four 
lengths. Mrs. S. H. Fairbank’s Gold Step (114) 
was second, a head in front of J. W. Y. Martin’s 
Con Amore (116). These two had raced the 
last three furlongs on almost the same terms. 
Gregory and Ungar’s Rusty (102), a member of 
the mutuel field, ran an excellent race to finish 
fourth, coming from far back. The others were 
Bay Angon (3-y-o, 107), Our Fancy (3-y-o, 
105), Manta (108), Back Log (112), Betty Derr 
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(108), Hyman (104), Surf Board (110). Agin- 
court (106). The winner, coupled with Hyman, 
paid $12.70 for $2. Time, :22 3-5, :46 2-5, 
1:12 1-5, track fast.

WANT HANDBOOKS CLOSED 

After the November election in 1931 a raid 
was made by Lexington police on the offices of 
the General News Bureau in the McClelland 
Building; the manager and two assistants were 
arrested; telephones were taken out and orders 
were issued for the discontinuance of service to 
handbooks. The offices were transferred to a 
building outside the city limits and the service 
was resumed. The Fayette County police made 
other arrests and closed those offices. For a 
time there was no service. Recently the service 
was resumed from offices in the McClelland 
Building and it now is alleged that there are 
more handbooks in Lexington than ever before. 
In concluding its work on July 9, a grand jury 
in the Fayette Circuit Court recommended in 
a written report to Judge King Swope that hand- 
books and other gambling places in Lexington 
and Fayette County be closed. The grand jurors 
stated that no indictments had been returned 
because the evidence before them was insuffi- 
cient, but yet sufficient to convince them that 
numerous persons are violating the law. They 
urged upon “both city and county administra- 
tions and upon ail enforcement officers to use 
every effort to uncover these dives and to drive 
them from us.” The report said further: “We 
know it can be done, for it has been done in 
other communities, and we place upon the coun- 
ty attorney the duty of demanding of the next 
grand jury an investigation into what steps have 
been taken under this recommendation by the 
officials of both city and county.” 


THE LATONIA BOOK. 

The program book for July 12 to 20, inclusive, 
at Latonia made its appearance last week end 
and failed to enlist plaudits from the horsemen. 
On the contrary they were outspokenly dis- 
pleased. The book contains for the eight days 
a total of 56 races, 47 of which have $600 added 
and eight have $700 added. The other is the 
Cincinnati Trophy, to be decided Saturday, July 


16, with $5,000 added. Thus the total distribution 
for the eight days is $38,800, an average of $4,850 
per day. Twenty-nine of the 56 races are claim- 
ing events. In 11 races the claimimg price is 
$1,500; in two, $1,800; in one, $2,000; four, 
$2,500; five, $3,000; three, $3,500; one, $4,000; 
and two, $5,000. The $700 purse divisions are 
$550 to first, $100 to second, $50 to third, and the 
$600 purses are divided $450 to first, $100 to sec- 
ond and $50 to third. The racing of the eight 
days will determine whether some of the several 
objections to the book are well founded. Horse- 
men have a reputation for objecting generally 
to matters on the race tracks and for not stand- 
ing together when they raise those objections. 
That is one of the reasons why they are now 
racng for $600 purses at Latonia. 


WHERE ARE THE: POLICE? 


Reports from Latonia are to the effect that 
motorists attending the races at that course are 
being much annoyed by persons who stand in 
and about the parking spaces asking privilege of 
“watching” cars while their owners are inside 
the course enclosure. They expect 50 cents per 
car for this “service,’’ and if their requests are 
denied. it is alleged that the car owner or driver 
is subjected to abuse. Conditions were different 
when Ed Craddock and his crew of car-parkers 
were on the job at Latonia, but Craddock is not 
there this season. 


DISQUALIFICATION OF ESSEFF. 


After the third race at Latonia July 6, Jockey 
Willie Garner, who rode S. S. Combs’ Nituma 
home in second place behind Dixiana’s Esseff, 
complained to the stewards that Esseff had in- 
terfered with his mount both in the backstretch 
and on the turn, where she carried Nituma far 
out from the rail. Stewards sustained Garner's 
plea, disqualified Esseff, awarded first money to 
Nituma, and set down Esseff’s rider, Clarence 
McCrossen, a frequent offender. The suspension 
was for 10 days. 


LATONIA PADDOCK SALE. 


McFerran Sales Service (C. W. McFerran, Jr., 
and C. Stanley Hudson) will have a sale of 
horses in training in the paddock at Latonia at 
11 o’clock Eastern Standard time, Saturday, 
July 23. Among the consignors are J. B. Respess, 
W. H. Whitehouse, John McShane, Charles Dod- 
son, Coldstream Stud and others. List closes 
Monday, July 18.

Col. nig S. Dudley will not be able to attend 
the sale of his yearlings by *Monk’s Way at 
Arlington Park Friday of this week.

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DEATH OF CAMPFIRE. 


ROM Charles W. Williams, master of Stada- 

cona Farm, Glyndon, Md., THE BLOOD-HORSE 
has the information that the stallion Campfire 
died and was buried under an oak tree in his 
paddock on June 29. Mr. Williams, under date 
of July 2, wrote THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

“On March 22 Campfire developed a cerebral 
ataxia and was retired from use. Prior to that 
time he had covered three mares: Tavy, by *St. 
Germans; Aziz, by Trojan; and Daisy Vein, by 
Ballot. The balance of his mares were can- 
celled immediately. Under the careful super- 
vision of Dr. H. A. Meisner, Campfire’s recovery 
was far more rapid than had been expected, and 
by the middle of April he was in shape to be 
put back in the stud. He was given eight more 
mares: Tody, by Bard of Hope; Miss Meadows, 
by Burtonsville; Catalan Bells, by Catalan; Ina 
Wrack, by *Wrack; French Doll, by Superman; 
Mont Daisy, by Montalvo; Sight Unseen, by 
Xylon; and Yonder, by Jim Gaffney. While 
covering his last mare Campfire fell heavily and 
injured his hip quite badly. The fall also brought 
back his former trouble to a greater degree. 
The pain and discomfort ensuing were so great 
that it became necessary to destroy him for 
humane reasons.” 

Campfire was a chestnut horse, foaled in 1914, 
by Olambala (by *Ornus—-Blue and White, by 
Virgil) out of Nightfall, by *Voter out of *Sun- 
down, by Springfield. He was bred by the late 
Richard T. Wilson and carried the colors of that 
well known sportsman in all his races. He was 
generally accepted as the best 2-year-old of 1916, 
when he won the Futurity, Hopeful, Sanford 
Memorial, Great American Stakes and Saratoga 
Special and was second in the Keene Memorial. 
He was sick or lame most of the time at three, 
winning only the Toboggan Handicap in four 
starts. At five he was third in the Paumonok 
Handicap. 

He was retired to stand st Mr. Wilson’s Kirk- 
levington Stud, Lexington, where his first foals 
appeared in 1920. He soon showed his worth as 
a stallion. Wilderness, Tall Timber, Big Blaze, 
Wood Lore and Forest Lore were among his 
early produce. Arthur B. Hancock purchased 
him in 1923 for $70,000 and moved him to his 
Claiborne Stud at Paris, Ky., to replace *War 
Cloud, which had broken a shoulder and had 
been destroyed. The best of Campfire’s get after 
his removal to Claiborne were Ned O. and Vander 
Pool. His son Big Blaze has made something of 
4 reputation as a sire by sending to the races 
the high class Burning Blaze, which unfortu- 
nately was cut down a few days before the Ken- 
tucky Derby this year. Mr. Hancock sold Camp- 
fire to Charles W. Williams last fall and the 
horse was shipped to Stadacona Farm. 

To the close of 1931, Campfire was the sire 
of more than a hundred winners of $862,334. 
WISE COUNSELLOR. 

In last Sunday’s issue of The Cincinnati En- 
quer, Cnarles E. Brossman, of Columbus, Ohio, 
veteran trainer of the illustrious race mare Imp 
and other good horses of his younger days, boosts 
Wise Counsellor by saying: “American horsemen 
will begin to realize one of these days what a 
great sire Wise Counsellor really is.’’ Then he 
recounts the performances of the interesting 2- 


year-olds, Wise Anne and Sandy Bill, and makes 
mention, too, of Otherwise. He concludes with 
this declaration: 


“While the American racing families of Ben 
Brush, Domino and Spendthrift are attracting 
universal attention, and deservedly so, the line 
of Glencoe, Vandal, Virgil, Hindoo, Hanover and 
on down has been somewhat overlooked. Wise 
Counsellor is one of the best representatives of 
that line that has ever appeared. He was not 
only a superlative race horse, but has proved that 
he is a sire of great merit with little opportunity. 
His tabulated pedigree is replete with famous 
stallions and distinguished dams, both on the Turf 
and in the stud. No more aristocratically bred 
horse can be found in the Stud Book than Wise 
Counsellor.” 


Just so that some of the critics will not won- 
der why Sandy Bill does not appear more fre- 
quently in racing, if he does appear less fre- 
quently, henceforth, and in order to inform them 
in advance, in the event of unexpected defeat, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE would have them know that 
Sandy Bill has an affliction in the form of a 
blood-clot which affects his locomotion when he 
is over-exercised or excessively raced. Therefore, 
do not put Sandy Bill down as shy on courage 
if he should not race so well in future. He is a 
truly courageous colt, and a fast one. A number 
of the get of Wise Counsellor will be coming up 
for the sales at Saratoga in August. They very 
likely will be in demand. 


DOMINO AND COMMANDO. 


The feature of the Thoroughbred Club’s lunch- 
eon meeting at the Lafayette Hotel in Lexing- 
ton, July 8, was a paper by Dr. Edward W. Hag- 
yard, senior member of the firm of Hagyard and 
Hagyard, noted Lexington veterinarians. Dr. 
Hagyard had chosen Domino and Commando, 
two great stallions, sire and son, as his sub- 
jects. “Domino, foaled in 1891, died July 29, 
1897. What a short life in which to have done 
so much!” said Dr. Hagyard by way of open- 
ing the discourse, in which he briefly reviewed 
the great horse’s racing career, and then re- 
lated that Domino, after having been retired 
from racing in the fall of 1895, contracted pneu- 
monia en route to James R. Keene’s Castleton 
Farm at Lexington and was taken from the train 
at Cincinnati. Accompanied by the late Major 
Foxhall A. Daingerfield. manager of Castleton, 
Dr. Hagyard went to Cincinnati and joined Dr. 
Myers, to whose hospital Domino had been 
taken, in consultation. Upon recovery, Domino 
was brought to Castleton and there made the 
seasons of 1896 and 1897, siring Commando, also 
Disguise (sire of Maskette) and the great filly 
Cap and Bells (winner of the 1901 Oaks at Ep- 
som, England) in his last year. Domino’s death 
was due to spinal meningitis. 

“Principally through the get of Commando,” 
Dr. Hagyard continued, ‘Domino founded a most 
wonderful line of winners, and could he and 
Commando have lived a few years longer they 
would no doubt have dominated racing in Ameri- 
ca.” Dr. Hagyard suggested that “in getting 
the sturdy blood of *Darebin between the in- 
tense inbreeding of Lexington and *Glencoe in 
both his sire and dam,” the person responsible 
for the breeding of Commando “seems to have 
struck a happy nick.” Dr. Hagyard pictured 
Commando as “a very strongly proportioned 
horse,”’ reviewed his brief racing career, refer- 
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ring to his having broken down in the Lawrence 
Realization, and commented: 


“Commando, like his noted sire, Domino, had 
practically only two seasons in the stud—1903 
and 1904—during which time he continued the 
successful career started by his illustrious sire 
by getting such noted sires as Peter Pan (sire 
of Pennant), Celt, Colin (the unbeaten), Peter 
Quince, Transvaal, Superman, etc. Commando 
died of tetanus in the early part of March, 1905. 
The only colt he sired that year was the won- 
derful sire, Ultimus. 


“All of the horses mentioned have proved their 
worth as sires, and their progeny are breeding 
on. The descendants of this great line are well 
known to all of us, and there is no use going 
into further detail about them; but, as a whole, 
don’t all of you think we must give the grand 
old mare, Mannie Gray, a whole lot of credit 
for producing this great line?” 

Reference to Mannie Grey reminded Dr. Hag- 
yard that in 1896 he had been employed by the 
late Marcus Daly to be veterinarian at his noted 
Bitter Root Ranch in Montana, and that Mr. 
Daly had become the owner of Hamburg, son of 
Hanover and grandson of Mannie Grey and it 
was his plan to mate Hamburg with a number 
of good English mares. He had there at the 
time, among others, *Isis, *Isiac and *The Task. 
Dr. Hagyard was sent to England to buy mares 
and “the cream of the lot” he acquired was 
*Berriedale, by Donovan. This mare, Dr. Hag- 
vard said. “principally through her daughter 
Biturica, by Hamburg, established a family of 
her own in American and France.” 

Dr. Hagyard mentioned a number of her de- 
scendants, and related how he had brought over 
from Apperfield Court, Mr. Daly’s farm in Eng- 
land, a number of mares to be sold at the dis- 
persal sale after Mr. Daly’s death. among them 
being *Pastorella (dam of Colin), *Optime (dam 
of Sysonby), *Mrs. Delaney (dam of Right Roy- 
al), *Lucasta (dam of Lux Casta), *Lucy Cross 
(dam of Cross Patch.

He is by He Goes from Use- 
less, by St. Gris, a good sire of Jumpers, and was 
bred by J. C. Colgan, who sent him up to the 
Dublin Horse Show sales, the next of which will 
be held in August, and was purchased there by 
Harry Ussher on behalf of A. D. Comyn for 
125 guineas. He eventually turned him over to 
another Galway man in Harry Kirwan, of Ca- 
hermore, near Tuam, to make a jumper of him. 
Through some defect or another, one hoof had 
to be removed, and, of course, considerable time 
was required for another one to grow. That 
his enforced retirement had no bad effect on 
him was evidenced by the fact that a year ago 
at Punchestown he won the Downshire Plate 
easily, and was sold after the race to Major 
Dixon (one of three brothers who are splendid 
supporters of racing in Ireland) for about $2,000. 
When Coolinolagh changed owners he also 
changed trainers, going to Reggie Walker at 
Rathvale, who has followed in his father’s foot- 
steps, and has turned out a lot of good ’chasers, 
and with Coolinolagh this year he has won two 
of Treland’s most important ’chases, the Prince 
of Wales Steeplechase of three miles at Punches- 
town, in a canter, by 15 lengths, and the Powers- 
town Park Champion Steeplechase of three 


miles, at Clonmel, defeating Royal Ransom, the 
best five-year-old ‘chaser in Treland, and 15 
others.
